BUMPED BTTO B0EB8. 

British Hn<I Three Lively Routs and 
Kuflfered Heavy LiOMtes. 
London, Dec. 23. — Lord Kitchener In 
a dt#patch from Johannesburg dated 
Dec. 21, sends reports of sharp light- 
ing in Orange River and Transyaal. 
While 200 mounted infantry in the 
neiRhborhood of Beglnderyn were di- 
vided into parties and searching farms 
they were attaclced by 30O Boers and 
40 armed natives under Comnuuidant 
Brits. The Boers charged determiad* 
edly in overwhelming numbers. Be- 
yond the tact that the British casual- 
ties were ssTera ao detaila have lifSB 
received. 

Ivorc^ Kitchener also reports that 
during General Wewet's attack on the 
British force commanded by General 
Daitikell and Caoiill^tll at Langberg, 
Dec. IS. the Boers charged bravely 
and fought desperately several hours. 
Dewet was driven off with the loss of 
20 men. The British had 12 casualties. 

Dec. 20, .M. Botha, with ,20j) poers, 
surprised Colonel Damantt's advance 
guard at Tefalkbp, Orange River. The 
Boers rushed a Itopje commanding the 
main body and the guns but Damantt 
rallied his men and drove the Boers 
finom the kopje. The British casualties 
ware heavy. Damantt w^s daag,arovf- 
ly wounded, two oSeera aad 10 nSm 
were killed and three ofBcers and 17 
men were wounded. The Boers left 
six dead on the field and dispersed. 
The British pursued the Boers and 
captured a number of prisoners, in- 
cluding Commandant Keyter. Later, 
the Boers under a fac of truce asked 
iiermlsglon to remove their dead. 
They admitted having buried 27 men. 

In the eastern part of the Transvaal 
Colonel Mackenzie attacked Command- 
ant Smith's force of Boers at Lake 
Bannegher, Dec. 20, killing six and 
capturing It: Smith escaped. . 

A force of Boers, during the night of 
Dec. 19, attacked the British post at 
Blandsprult, but was driven off, leav- 
ing eight men killed, Including Com- 
mandant, Krifse. Field Cornet Mahon, 
who wais wounded, and three other 
wounded qken .were alao left on the 
lUld. Other wounded Boera were car- 
ried off In blankets. The British 
cfsualtiea were seven killed and six 
^cers and 18 men wounded .

Washington, Dec. 23. — Governor 
Crane of Massachusetts has decllaed 

the treasury portfolio, tendered to him 
by President Roosevelt last Friday. It 
was officially announced at tti< Whi'e 
House that Governor Crane declined 
the place for busiaess aad domaatlo 
reasons. 

The announcement of Ooveraor 
Crane's declination followed a confer- 
ence between the president and Sena- 
tor Lodge after the latter talked with 
Governor Crane over the long dis- 
tance telephone. The only name sug- 
gested at the White House after it waa 
known that Governor Crane would not 
accept was that of Colonel Myron T. 
Herrhk of Cleveland. Colonel wer- 
Hck is at the head of one of the larg- 
t st ^-aviiiK'^ institutions in the coun- 
try and ha;- liad a v.id. experience In 
tlnancial affairs. He was a warm 
personal friend of President McKinley. 

In a statement given out at Boston 
by (lovernor Crane he said; "I have 
fell obliged to U( clilK' thi- a ppoiiitnieiir 
of secretary of the in aMiry tendered 
me by the pr;^sident on account of ill- 
ness in my family and inability to ar- 
range my business affairs at such 
notice." That was all the governor 
would say. It is un leistood that ref- 
erence to illness ill his family is based 
upon the fact that his inoihei- is an in- 
valid and on that account he does not 
care to leave his Daltun home. 

President Roosevelt is also said to
